3.  A POLICE, FIRE, AMBULANCE, PUBLIC SAFETY, MILITARY OR OTHER 35 
EMERGENCY OR LAW ENFORCEMENT VEHICLE. 36 

4.  A PRIMARY PROPULSION ENGINE THAT IS IDLING FOR MAINTENANCE, 37 
SERVICING, REPAIRING OR DIAGNOSTIC PURPOSES IF IDLING IS REQUIRED FOR THAT 38 
ACTIVITY. 39 

5.  A PRIMARY PROPULSION ENGINE THAT IS IDLING AS NECESSARY FOR 40

8.  VEHICLES THAT IDLE BECAUSE OF ADVERSE WEATHER CONDITIONS AFFECTING 9 
THE SAFE OPERATION OF THE VEHICLE OR THE HEALTH AND SAFETY OF THE DRIVER. 10 

9.  IDLING OF THE PRIMARY PROPULSION ENGINE IF NECESSARY TO SUPPLY HEAT 11 
OR AIR CONDITIONING NECESSARY FOR PASSENGER COMFORT OR SAFETY IN THOSE 12 
VEHICLES OPERATING FOR COMMERCIAL PASSENGER TRANSPORTATION OR SCHOOL PURPOSES 13 
FOR UP TO A MAXIMUM OF THIRTY MINUTES PER HOUR.  IF AMBIENT TEMPERATURES 14 
EXCEED SEVENTY-FIVE DEGREES FAHRENHEIT, VEHICLES OPERATING FOR COMMERCIAL 15 
PASSENGER TRANSPORTATION OR SCHOOL PURPOSES PURSUANT TO THIS PARAGRAPH MAY 16

indirectly or through any officer, agent or employee to engage in any of the 12 
following practices: 13 

1.  To prohibit directly or indirectly the right of free association 14 
among dealers for any lawful purpose. 15 

2.  To fail to act in good faith in performing or complying with any 16 
terms,  OR provisions of or collateral to a franchise. 17 

3.  To terminate or cancel a franchise without good cause. 18 
4.  To use undue influence to induce a dealer to surrender any right 19 

given to the dealer by any provision contained in the franchise. 20 
5.  To cancel, terminate, fail to renew or to threaten the 21 

cancellation, termination or nonrenewal of any franchise because of the 22 
dealer's failure to purchase merchandise or products sold by the distributor 23 
where IF the requirement that the dealer sell exclusively the merchandise or 24 
products of the distributor would be a violation of any law, rule or 25 
regulation of this state or of the United States. 26 

6.  To change or modify any restrictions upon nonpetroleum related 27 
business activities of the gasoline dealer during the term of his THE 28 
franchise. 29 

7.  To unreasonably reduce, limit or curtail the supply of gasoline or 30 
other petroleum products to any dealer. 31 

8.  To cancel or terminate a franchise solely to secure for its own 32 
account the distributor's more successful or profitable franchise stations. 33 

9.  To place unreasonable restrictions upon nonpetroleum related 34 
business activities of the dealer.  35 

10.  TO ENGAGE IN ANY CONDUCT THAT VIOLATES SECTION 241 OF THE FEDERAL 36 
ENERGY INDEPENDENCE AND SECURITY ACT OF 2007.  DEFINITIONS THAT APPLY TO 37 
SECTION 241 OF THE FEDERAL ACT SHALL APPLY FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS 38 
PARAGRAPH.  39

Section 49-409, Arizona Revised Statutes, is repealed. 41 
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Sec. 6.  Title 49, chapter 3, article 2, Arizona Revised Statutes, is 1 
amended by adding section 49-446, to read: 2 

49-446.  Hydrofluorocarbon release prohibited; civil 3 
enforcement; outreach 4 

A.  BEGINNING JANUARY 1, 2010, A PERSON SHALL NOT KNOWINGLY VENT OR 5 
OTHERWISE RELEASE INTO THE ENVIRONMENT ANY VEHICLE REFRIGERANT IN VIOLATION 6 
OF 40 CODE OF FEDERAL REGULATIONS PART 82, SUBPART F DURING REPAIR OR 7 
RECONDITIONING OR OTHERWISE.  A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS SECTION IS SUBJECT 8 
TO CIVIL ENFORCEMENT BY THE ATTORNEY GENERAL PURSUANT TO SECTIONS 49-460, 9 
49-461, 49-462 AND 49-463. 10 

B.  THE DEPARTMENT SHALL ADOPT AND IMPLEMENT AN INDUSTRY OUTREACH 11 
PROCESS THAT IS DESIGNED TO INFORM BUSINESSES AND INDIVIDUALS OF THE 12 
PROHIBITIONS AND PENALTIES PRESCRIBED BY THIS SECTION AND TO ENCOURAGE 13 
COMPLIANCE WITH ITS PROVISIONS.  THE DEPARTMENT SHALL NOT INSTITUTE 14 
ENFORCEMENT ACTION AGAINST ANY BUSINESS OR INDIVIDUAL PURSUANT TO THIS 15 
SECTION UNTIL AT LEAST ONE YEAR AFTER IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DEPARTMENT'S 16 
INDUSTRY OUTREACH PROCESS. 17 

C.  THE DEPARTMENT SHALL INCLUDE IN ITS ANNUAL REPORT A DESCRIPTION OF 18 
ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS TAKEN PURSUANT TO THIS SECTION.  19
